mans could not break. 


At mid-day, the Soviet informa- 


tion bureau said there had been 
no change and

from the Stalingrad front indicat- 
ed that the Get mans were leav- 
ing men and machines on the bat- 
tlefield in tho still unavailing ef- 
fort to smash through the Sov- 
iets' armored lines. 
The German high command said 
axis forces had pushed from the I 
south to a point only 15 miles 
from 
Stalingrad and that night 
raiding planes again 
had sown 
vast fires in tho city, blasting par- 
ticularly railroad and airport tar- 
gets. 
To the north, where the Rod 
army has launched its own "sec- 
ond front" in the drive on anchors 
of Germany's 
1041 winter line, 
Soviet forces have smashed past 
the pivotal stronghold of Rzhov 
both to the north and south, have 
oieared the whole northern bank 
of the Volga and fought into the 
city itself, Russian officers on thk 
scone said today. 
Whether this offensive ;SBt'tirc 


o> timely onongh to help save 
Stalingrad remains to be seen.

Nevertheless, it is unrolling with 


a show of power which suggests 
that the Germans may find them- 
selves suddenly uprooted from a. 
vital front they long have held 
secure and almost certainly will 
have to draw off men, machines

and planes from thn Caucasus to 
Btrengthen It. 


Although the Berlin communi- 
que said the Russian thrusts had 
been repelled, Its language—Rus- 
sian attacks with "strong infan- 
try and tank formations" north- 
west of Moscow and below Lcni"- 
grad—Indicated the concern with 
•which the Nazis are taking this 
burst of Soviet strength on the 
Central Russian front.

for the 45 per cent rate after it 
had rejected, IS to 6, a motion by 
Senator Bailey (D-NC) to cut. this 
to 40 per cent. The treasury had 
proposed that the combined rate 
be made 55 per cent. 


Approving the rates established 


by the house for corporations with 
$25,000 annual Income or less, the 
committee voted 9 to 6 to Insert 
a new treasury proposal by which 
no corporation would pay more 
than 80 per cont of Ita net excess 
profits tax Income In taxes to the 
government. 


While this would 
reduce 
the 


amount 
of 
potential 
revenue, 


Chairman George (D-Oa) said a 
net Increase of approximately $60,- 
000,000 would bo afforded In re- 
ceipts from corporations by reduc- 
tion of the flat excess profit tax 
exemption of $0,000 voted by the 
houso to $5,000. 


Thus a corporation which had 


earnings high enough to reach tho 
nxccBB profits brackets could sub- 
tract only $5,000, as It may do un- 
der tho present law, before it fig- 
ured it« excess profits liability.

diplomatic service, son of Dr. and 
Mrs. J. E. McClung, arrived in 
Corsicana Friday afternoon after 
reaching the United States on the 
exchange ship Grisholm early this 
week.

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OPA TAKES ACTION 
FOR SOLVING COTTON 
FARMING PROBLEMS 


The Office of Price Administra- 


tion has taken action on two fronts 
to solve pressing cotton farming 
problems. 


On on« front, a ne\v maximum 


yrice regulation, No. 211, has been 
approved to cover cotton ginning 
services; on the other, the OPA has 
ruled that crushing mills, 
until 


Oct. 1, 1842, may add actual cot- 
tonseed hulls from outside mills to 
resell to feeders. The latter ruling 
•was made in order to relieve the 
present 
temporary 
shortage of 


hulls in certain parts of Texas and 
Oklahoma. 
For a glnner who wishes to HUp- 


ply services which are the name 
an or substantially similar to those 
•which he supplied during the base 
period—Aug. 1 to Oct. 31, 1941— 
there arc three alternative 
pric- 


ing methods under the new gin- 
ning service regulation. However, 
once a glnner has chosen the meth- 
od for establishing hi* maximum 
service fee, this must be his only 
method for all transactions. 


The three alternatives are: 
1.—105 per cent of the highest 


dollars-and-cents price charged by 
the ginner for selling or supplying 
such services to a purchaser of 
the same general class during the 
base period. This 5 per cent may 
te added to last season's prico of 
loth ginning and of bagging and 
tifcS.2,—For the ginner who may have 
become involved in a price war 
last season and dropped his prices 
below 25 cents per hundredweight, 
OPA has automatically permitted 
him relief without the necessity 
or appealing for an adjustment. He 
may charge 25 cents per hundred- 
weight of seed cotton for ginning 
l-lcked cotton, 27 1-2 cents 
per 


hundredweight of seed cotton for 
ginning bollles or snapped cotton 
nnd $1.50 for bagging and ties, for 
which price the glnner shall ren- 
der such other ginning services 
as he sold or supplied to purchanes 
of the same general class dining 
the base period. To this prica he 
may not add any percentage. 


3.—In the event that a ginner is 


unable to determine his maximum 
price for ginning in accordance 
with paragraph (2), 65 cents per 
hundredweight of lint cotton, gross 
•weight bale, for ginning picked cot- 
ton, 71 1-2 cents per hundredweight 
nf lint cotton, gross weight bale, 
ior ginning hollies or snapped cot- 
ton, and »1,60 for bagging and ties 
for which prices tho glnner shall 
render such other cotton ginning 
services as he sold or supplied to 
(.he same sort of purchaser during 
the base period. 
Each ginner must post his maxi- 


mum price and his actual selling 
price for ginning, bagging and ties 
In a manner plainly visible and 
understandable. 
Formerly covered by MPR 16S, 


tinning services have been put 
under a separate regulation be- 
cause of the peculiar needs of the 
highly specialized service.
